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Ohio woman 
pleads guilty 
to burglary 

Columbus resident 
had been accused of 
attempted murder

STANFORD — An Ohio 
woman who had been 
charged with conspiring to 
murder an elderly 
Hustonville woman is now 
the second of four alleged 
conspirators to plead guilty to 
substantially reduced 

charges. 

Taquisa Horton of 
Columbus, 

Ohio, will par¬ 
ticipate in a 
five-year pre¬ 
trial diversion 
program in 
lieu of jail 
time after 
entering a special ’’Alford" 
guilty plea to one count of 
second-degree burglary on 
March 8. 

An Alford guilty plea 
means Horton is not admit¬ 
ting guilt, but acknowledges 
the evidence against her 
"strongly indicates guilt." 

Horton’s pretrial diversion 
program requires her to sub¬ 
mit to home visits from pro¬ 
bation and parole; not com¬ 
mit another crime; remain 
"drug and alcohol free;" sub¬ 
mit to random drug testing; 
and pay restitution for the 
burglary. 

If Horton violates the terms 
of her diversion, she could be 
imprisoned for eight years. 

Horton was originally 
charged with attempted mur¬ 
der, first-degree burglary and 
third-degree assault. 

Horton and three other deaf

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As funding possibilities add up, sewer service 
becomes real possibility for Lincoln's west end

HUSTONVILLE 
About 15 years after the 
EPA first designated west¬ 
ern Lincoln County an 
"impaired watershed," offi¬ 
cials hope they’re close to 
funding the first step of a 
solution to the severe water 
quality issues that have 
plagued the Dix River area. 

"The majority of the 
problem is human waste 
that’s in our creeks," 
Hustonville Mayor David 
Peyton said at a city council 
meeting in March. "Just 
downstream from 

Hustonville, the count is 
almost the same as the 
sewer pipes going into the 
Danville water treatment 
plant. So don’t let your kids 
play in the creeks down

Hager gets life 

Danville man pleads guilty to May executions, still 
a suspect in case of body found in Hustonville

DANVILLE — Thomas 
Hager Jr. will spend the rest of 
his life in prison after plead¬ 
ing guilty April 18 in Boyle 
Circuit Court to executing 
two men inside a Danville 
residence last May. 

Hager, 39, accepted an 
offer of life in prison without 
parole offered by 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Richie Bottoms rather than 
face a jury that likely would 
have been empowered to rec¬ 
ommend the death penalty 


had he been convicted. Hager 
was charged with shooting 
Ted Sparks, 54, of Danville 
and Mark Snyder, 21, of 
Waynesburg to death May 21 
inside Sparks’ residence on 
High Street. 

Ernie Lewis, one of 
Hager’s attorneys, said after¬ 
ward that the evidence in the 
case was overwhelming, and 
with capital punishment an 
option, his client decided life 
in prison was a better choice 
than facing “a death-qualified

Mental evaluation 
ordered for Vietnam vet 
who shot at police officer

STANFORD — A 
Harrodsburg man who 
allegedly shot at a Stanford 
police officer in front of 
Walmart in August will likely 
not go to trial on May 2 as 
had been planned. 

Instead, the trial has been 
delayed while Jackie Murphy, 
71, undergoes 
a psychiatric 
evaluation to 
determine his 
competency to 
stand trial for 
attempted 
murder. The 
evaluation could take up to 
two months. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, the competency evalu¬ 
ation is necessary because 
Murphy plans to use "evi¬ 
dence of a mental disease or 
defect" as a defense during 
his trial. 

Murphy’s attorney, David 
Marshall, entered a motion

State awards $1.5M 
to resurface U.S. 27 

STANFORD — The state 
Transportation Cabinet has 
awarded a $1.5 million proj¬ 
ect to resurface about 6.3 
miles of U.S. 27 in north 
Lincoln County. 

The resurfacing will cover 
U.S. 27 from the Garrard 
County line south to the 
highway’s intersection with 
Ky. 1247 at Patriot Mart, 
according to the cabinet. 

The deadline for comple¬ 
tion of the project, which has 
been awarded to the Allen 
Company, is Nov. 15. 

The Lincoln County proj¬ 
ect is part of $27 million in 
"asphalt rehabilitation" fund¬ 
ing awarded by the cabinet 
for projects in 45 counties 
across the state. 

“Maintaining our road¬ 
ways is one of the most 
important responsibilities of 
the Transportation Cabinet,” 
Kentucky Transportation 
Secretary Mike Hancock 
said. “Well-maintained roads 
are safer for motorists. 
They’re also important for 
economic development and 
community growth.”

Lincoln school 

Chairman: other anticipated savings will 
help district reach $500,000 in savings

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County Board of Education 
members voted Tuesday 


night to begin standardizing 
the number of days many 
school employees work. 

But the board didn’t take 
specific action to cut an 
additional $55,000 from next 


year’s budget as it had been 
expected to do. 

The board has been work¬ 
ing since February to cut 
$500,000 from next year’s 
budget, after Superintendent 
Karen Hatter warned the dis¬ 
trict was on course to run out 
of money in its general fund 
in as little as three years. 


The board has approved 
$445,000 in general fund 
cuts by eliminating the 
equivalent of six teaching 
positions and one classified 
position; cutting all employ¬ 
ees by one paid day; and 
shifting some salary cost 
onto the food service budget. 

Near the end of a three- 


hour board meeting Tuesday 
night, board Chairman Jim 
Kelley said even though the 
board didn’t specifically 
decide how to save the 
remaining $55,000, he is 
"comfortable" that other 
planned savings in the works 
will more than make up the 
difference. 


Kelley said "after the dust 
settles" he thinks the district 
will have reached its 
$500,000 goal. 

One idea for saving 
money that the board has 
discussed publicly in recent

McConnell, Paul contributing 
to senate's ineffectiveness 


In just about any setting other than 
the U.S. Senate, 54 to 46 is a solid 
win. 

Yet, that's the vote by which 
expanding background checks for gun 
buyers went down to defeat last week. 

Actually the background check 
amendment had 55 votes; Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
changed his vote to "no" to preserve 
his ability to bring up the measure 
again. 

So, while 55-45 would be an elec¬ 
tion landslide, it wasn't enough to 
enact a minor gun reform that several 
polls have shown 90 percent of 
Americans support. 

It can't be good that the Senate has 
rendered itself institutionally incapable 
of reflecting the will of the American 
people. 

Yet that is exactly what has hap¬ 
pened, thanks in no small part to the 
obstructionist strategy of Kentucky's 
own Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell. 

Both McConnell and Sen. Rand 
Paul joined the majority of Senate 
Republicans in voting against the 
background-check provision and oth¬ 
ers that would have strengthened gun 
laws. 

The 60-vote, supermajority require¬ 
ment is nowhere to be found in the 
Constitution; it's purely a creation of 
the Senate. 

But given the chance early this year 
to end the abuse of the filibuster, 
which triggers a supermajority require¬ 
ment, Senate Democrats wimped out, 
settling for minor reforms. Democrats 


easily imagined themselves in the 
minority again and wanted to retain 
their power to invoke the supermajori¬ 
ty requirement through filibuster. 

This might be smart politics in the 
narrow sense, but it's bad governing, 
bad for the country and ultimately bad 
for the Senate. 

The Senate was designed to be more 
deliberative than the House, a brake on 
the tyranny of the moment and the 
majority. 

That is why the Constitution gives 
each state, regardless of population, 
two votes in the Senate — and why, 
for example, the two votes against 
background checks cast by senators 
from Wyoming (population 576,000) 
count as much as the two votes cast 
for background checks by senators 
from California (population 38 mil¬ 
lion). 

To layer the filibuster and superma¬ 
jority rule on top of the constitutional 
provision for disproportionate repre¬ 
sentation makes the Senate distinctly 
undemocratic. 

McConnell has long celebrated his 
historic connection to one of 
Kentucky's early U.S. senators, Henry 
Clay. If Clay could see what 
McConnell has helped do to the 
Senate, he would weep. 

Meanwhile, the majority of 
Americans who want sensible controls 
on guns, especially weapons designed 
for warfare, have no choice but to 
organize themselves as effectively as 
the National Rifle Association. 

They have an advantage over the 
NRA — popular support. 


No flowers for a gay wedding 


Discrimination or 
religious freedom? 

Imagine Robert Ingersoll’s hurt 
and humiliation last month when 
his local florist refused to do the 
flower arrangements for his wed¬ 
ding to Curt Freed, his partner of 
nine years. 

As longtime customers of 
Arlene’s Flowers and Gifts in 
Richland, Washington, Ingersoll 
and Freed had mistakenly assumed 
that shop owner Barronelle 
Stutzman would be happy to pro¬ 
vide the service. 

But also imagine the pain 
Stutzman felt at having to turn 
down a friend and neighbor. Here’s 
how she described the awkward 
scene to KEPR-TV: 

“I grabbed his hand and said T 
am sorry.’ I can’t do your wedding 
because of my relationship with 
Jesus Christ.’ We hugged each 
other and he left, and I assumed it 
was the end of the story.” 

As it turns out, the story was 
only just beginning. 

On April 9th, the state’s attorney

general filed a consumer protection 
lawsuit against the florist and the 
ACLU, representing the gay cou¬ 
ple, is now asking for Stutzman to 
apologize and agree to serve gay 
weddings in the future. 

This painful dispute confronts 
the courts — and all of us — with 
a cruel choice between two com¬ 
pelling values central to the 
American commitment to liberty: 

The right of citizens to be free 
from discrimination in places of 
public accommodation is pitted 
against the right of religious busi¬ 
ness owners to follow their con¬ 
science in matters of faith. 

Unfortunately, this is not an iso¬ 
lated incident. A small, but growing 
number of conflicts have already 
broken out in other states where 
bakers and photographers have 
balked at providing services to 
same-sex weddings. 


Stutzman argues that she is not 
discriminating against gay people. 
She points out that she has hired 
openly gay people and has many 
gay customers. In an interview with 
the Seattle Times, her lawyer 
framed Stutzman’s views this way: 

“This is about gay marriage, it’s 
not about a person being gay. She 
has a conscientious objection to 
homosexual marriage, not homo¬ 
sexuality. It violates her con¬ 
science.” 

But gay couples seeking wed¬ 
ding services see this argument as a 
distinction without a difference. 
When they enter a business that 
serves the public, they expect to be 
treated like every other couple — 
particularly in states like 
Washington where gay marriage is 
now legal. 

Although it upsets some gay 
rights advocates whenever they 
hear it, the First Amendment 
requires us to protect liberty of 
conscience as far as possible. 

That’s why, for example, many 
people on all sides support “con¬ 
science clauses” for houses of wor¬ 
ship and religiously affiliated 
organizations in states that recog¬ 


nize gay marriage. 

Catholic charities, to cite a con¬ 
troversial example, should be not 
forced to provide adoption services 
to same-sex couples in violation of 
Catholic teaching, as long as those 
couples have ready access to other 
providers. 

But any business serving the 
public is obligated not to discrimi¬ 
nate against customers on the basis 
of sexual orientation. And no mat¬ 
ter how gay-friendly Stutzman 
claims to be, refusing to treat 
Ingersoll and Freed like other cou¬ 
ples is treating them like second- 
class citizens because they are gay. 

If business owners were exempt¬ 
ed from non-discrimination laws on 
religious grounds, where would the 
line be drawn? What about reli¬ 
gious objections to inter-racial mar¬ 
riage — commonplace at one time 
and still held by some? If Stutzman 
wins her case, why can’t another 
religious florist refuse to serve a 
mixed race couple? 

I strongly support finding ways 
to protect religious claims of con¬ 
science whenever possible. But 
when it comes to places of public 
accommodation, our commitment 


to non-discrimination should trump 
religious claims for exemption 
from civil rights laws. 

Ingersoll and Freed, of course, 
can find another florist. But they 
shouldn’t have to suffer the humili¬ 
ation of asking florists, bakers, 
photographers, or other providers if 
they’re willing to provide services 
for gay weddings. 

Business owners have a right to 
their religious convictions. But 
when they open their doors to the 
public, they have a civic and legal 
responsibility to uphold the civil 
rights of every customer. 

Arlene’s Flower and Gift Shop 
will likely lose this case — and gay 
couples will take another step 
toward equal treatment under the 
law. 

But the personal pain on both 
sides will linger for years to come, 
a tragic reminder that culture wars 
always exact a heavy price.

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Go Go Gorillas owner 
indicted for wire fraud

LEXINGTON — The 
owner of Go Go Gorillas was 
arraigned in federal court last 
week after being indicted on 
wire fraud and identity theft 
charges. 

Christopher Turner, 49, of 
Danville, appeared before 
Judge Karl S. Forester in U.S. 
District Court in Lexington 
on April 16 on six counts of 
wire fraud and one count of 
aggravated identity theft 
stemming from allegations he 
defrauded investors out of 
millions of dollars while try¬ 
ing keep Go Go Gorillas 
afloat. 

A conviction on the wire 
fraud charges carries a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 20 years 
while the identity theft charge 
carries a mandatory two-year 
prison sentence to run consec¬ 
utive to any other jail time. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, Turner was attempting 
to secure a loan from Maxim 
Commercial Capital in Los 
Angeles to lease games and 
equipment for Go Go Gorillas 
in 2010 and became delin¬ 
quent on payments in early 
2011. 

As part of a workout agree¬ 
ment to repay the money, 
Turner pledged the property 
of Ilene Severance of 
Stanford as guarantee repay¬ 
ment without Severance’s 
knowledge and then forged 


her name on related docu¬ 
ments, the indictment states. 
Turner also forged the signa¬ 
ture of David Harris as a 
notary public on the docu¬ 
ments. 

The six counts of wire 
fraud stem from emails 
Turner sent to Maxim repre¬ 
sentatives in California in 
efforts to secure the money, 
which involved fraudulent 
interstate commerce, the 
indictment contends. 

Last August, investigators 
with the U.S. Postal Service 
and Kentucky State Police 
obtained search warrants and 
raided Go Go Gorillas fun 
center in the Ridgefield shop¬ 
ping center, Turner’s Grace 
Global Media office in 
Greenleaf shopping center 
and his home on Colonial 
Way. Turner cooperated with 
authorities and was not 
charged until a federal grand 
jury indicted him last week. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, the search warrants 
were obtained after inter¬ 
views with Severance, a 76- 
year-old widow who won the 
Kentucky Lottery in 1992 
and has since had to file for 
bankruptcy after loaning 
Turner $2.5 million since 
2008. Authorities also inter¬ 
viewed Harris, Severance’s 
nephew and a Lincoln 
County preacher, who 
worked with Turner to mar¬ 
ket Go Go Gorillas to church 
groups and maintains that 


Turner owes him about 
$550,000 in back pay and 
loans. 

Harris told investigators 
that more than 70 people sank 
between $5,000 and $10,000 
into Turner’s businesses, 
including the production of 
an animated cartoon video 
called “The Avenging Apes 
of Africa” on which the con¬ 
cept for the Go Go Gorillas 
fun center was based. 

“Harris said he was not 
aware of any investor recoup¬ 
ing their investment and no 
investor made money,” 
according to court records in 
the case. 

After several false starts, 
Go Go Gorillas finally 
opened its doors in December 
2010. It had animatronic 
rides, a mini bowling alley, 
climbing wall and dozens of 
video games, plus a restau¬ 
rant and dining area. It also 
promised educational oppor¬ 
tunities tied to the local 
school curriculums. 

The business was almost 
immediately hit with lawsuits 
from companies alleging 
Turner had failed to make 
payments on the various 
gaming devices, kitchen 
equipment and renovation 
work used to start Go Go 
Gorillas. The business had as 
many as 20 employees at one 
time, but many complained 
Turner often had trouble 
making payroll, according to 
court records.

jury.” 

Bottoms said he had talked 
to members of Sparks’ and 
Snyder’s families and “they 
agreed they could accept that 
Mr. Hager would never see 
the light of day as a free man 
again.” 

Hager also pleaded guilty 
to first-degree assault for 
shooting Phillip White of 
Lancaster, who came to 
Sparks’ home just before the 
murders took place and was 
shot by Hager while trying to 
flee. 

Danville police character¬ 


ized the shootings as drug- 
related but provided few other 
details. Bottoms also was 
reluctant to discuss specifics 
of the case, saying that much 
of the information comes 
from Hager’s lengthy state¬ 
ment and confession to police 
and cannot be verified by 
other sources. 

Hager told police he killed 
the two men over money 
owed for drugs. He also said 
he was a member of a 
Hispanic gang involved in the 
drug trade. 

While Bottoms said the 
gang Hager identified with 
does exist, no evidence was 
uncovered that he was active 


in the gang or that he commit¬ 
ted the murders because of his 
involvement with the gang. 

Along with Hager’s confes¬ 
sion, statements provided by 
White were a key part of the 
“clear” evidence police gath¬ 
ered that proved “Mr. Hager 
did shoot and kill the two vic¬ 
tims,” Bottoms said. 

White told police he went 
to the house and saw Hager 
standing over Sparks and 
Snyder with a handgun. The 
men were kneeling on the 
floor “in a submissive posi¬ 
tion with Mr. Hager in con¬ 
trol,” Bottoms said. White 
immediately fled the scene 
but was shot and seriously 


wounded by Hager while try¬ 
ing to escape. 

“He showed up at an unfor¬ 
tunate time,” Bottoms said. 
“He walked in right before 
the incident occurred, and I 
believe Mr. Hager shot him so 
there would be no witnesses.” 

As with previous court 
appearances, Hager wore a 
bullet-proof vest Thursday 
when he entered his plea. The 
extra precaution was taken 
due to Hager’s alleged gang 
affiliation, jail officials have 
said. Hager also was kept in 
isolation at the Boyle County 
Detention Center for most of 
his time there, apparently for 
the same reason. 


Lewis said Hager was 
moved into the general popu¬ 
lation at the jail earlier this 
year “at our request.” He 
wanted to be with other 
inmates, his attorney said. 

“Isolation is not good for 
the human spirit, and it was 
totally unnecessary in this 
case,” Lewis said. 

Compared to earlier court 
appearances where Hager 
appeared angry and hostile, 
he seemed more relaxed on 
Thursday. He smiled at other 
inmates in the courtroom as 
he walked away from the 
bench after Judge Darren 
Peckler imposed the life sen¬ 
tence. 


“Are you sure this is what 
you want to do?” Peckler 
asked. 

“Yes,” Hager replied clear¬ 
ly and quickly. 

Hager remains a suspect 
but has never been charged in 
the death of Clint Diskin of 
Harrodsburg, whose decom¬ 
posed body was discovered 
in a bam near a mobile home 
in Hustonville the two men 
shared shortly after Hager 
was charged in the Danville 
murders. An autopsy deter¬ 
mined Diskin was the victim 
of a homicide but could not 
determine the cause of death. 
Kentucky State Police con¬ 
tinue to investigate the case.

"I mean, really, that's how bad it is down 
here." 

Without sewer systems along the U.S. 
127 corridor in Lincoln, human waste finds 
it way all too easily into the waterways. 

After the EPA brought the area's water- 
quality problems to light in 1998, 
researchers believed the problem was com¬ 
ing from cattle feces. But DNA tests about 
seven years later showed the fecal pollution 
was coming from humans. 

Subsequent studies showed access to a 
sanitary sewer system would improve 
water quality in the area. 

Lincoln officials formed the Lincoln 
County Sanitation District in 2011, in part 
to pursue the enormous resources required 
to install a sewer system where no such 
system has previously existed. 

Now, $2 million in funding from the 
Kentucky Infrastructure Authority has been 
secured toward a $4.7 million dollar plan to 
install sewer lines for Hustonville 
Elementary School and an estimated 450- 
500 homes south of Junction City, said 
Betty Laski, Infrastructure Development 
Coordinator for the Bluegrass Area 
Development District. 

The sewer lines would carry sewage to 
Danville's water treatment plant for pro¬ 
cessing. 

Laski said officials are applying for a 
myriad of other funding sources as well, 
including: 

• a $1 million community development 
block grant; 

• about $2 million in rural development 
loans and grants; and 

• up to $500,000 from the Appalachian 
Research Commission. 

"I feel a lot better than I did about it," 
Lincoln Judge-Executive Jim Adams said. 
"I think we're going to get funded" 

New funding strategy 

The project lost out on some funding 
opportunities last year, but Adams said this 
time around, officials have a different strat¬ 
egy that could be more successful. 

Funding for sewer projects in Kentucky 
is severely limited and based largely on 
need, he explained. Because there are a 
number of counties in eastern Kentucky 
with worse water quality, Lincoln County 
will likely lose out on funding based on 
water quality alone. 

But issues created for Hustonville 
Elementary School because of the lack of 
sewer could demonstrate enough need to 
bump Lincoln up on the list high enough to 
get funded, Adams said. 

Hustonville Principal Don Leigh said his 
school depends on an on-site "package 
plant" to process its sewage, but the plant 
can only handle so much. 

"It is over capacity right now for what it 
was built for, and it has been for a long 
time," he said. 

School maintenance worker Mike Carrier 
said Hustonville's plant is designed to 
process about 5,000 gallons of water per 
day, but currently has to process as much as 
three times that amount. 

Carrier, who also maintains the school 
district's three other package plants around 


the county, said it can be extremely com¬ 
plex to keep Hustonville's decades-old 
plant running within environmental regula¬ 
tions. 

"We actually are in pretty good shape 
with the state because I work down here so 
hard to keep it in compliance," he said. 
"(Getting sewer) would be great. You'd be 
eliminating a lot of work, a lot of money 
and a lot of state requirements." 

Cafeteria staff have to avoid using the 
school's automatic dishwashers so the 
package plant doesn't get overloaded, 
Carrier said. 

Leigh said Hustonville manages its 
sewage output in part by feeding kids on 
Styrofoam plates for breakfast and lunch 
every day. 

"We generate about 25 bags of trash a 
day as a result of that," he said. 

Leigh has estimated all the different costs 


of operating the school without an area 
sewer system add up to about $300 per 
week for the district. 

"There's been a lot of money spent on 
these things just to be able to operate on a 
day-to-day basis as a school," he said. "To 
get (sewer), we would be very, very fortu¬ 
nate. I don't think anybody would be in any 
more need than our little community is." 

Costs and plans down the road 

The $4.7 million project is only the first 
proposed phase of multiple potential phas¬ 
es that could bring sewer to the vast major¬ 
ity of homes in Lincoln County along the 
U.S. 127 corridor. 

Laski said if officials are successful in 
funding and building the first phase, future 
phases would potentially follow more 
quickly because it's easier to get funding 


for existing sewer systems that have 
proven they can earn their keep with rev¬ 
enues from customers. 

"That's what's been the challenging part 
of this one is going after and asking for 
money for a new sanitation district that 
doesn't have any money to begin with," she 
said. 

Adams agreed with Laski's assessment, 
explaining that once there's an existing 
revenue stream from sewer customers, 
funding sources are generally more com¬ 
fortable loaning money for upgrades. 

"As long as we can say that it's a suc¬ 
cessful utility, then I think the funding will 
come along a bit quicker," he said. 

But revenue from sewer customers is 
still a long way down the road, with many 
hurdles left to jump. 

Adams said the best-case scenario for 
the project is that construction could begin 
in two years. Whenever construction does 
begin, Adams said he thinks it will take 
less than a year to complete. 

Laski said if the project is funded with 
$4 million in loans and $700,000 in grants, 
the average monthly price for sewer to res¬ 
idential customers would likely be around 
$40 per month. 

"But we're hoping to have to borrow less 
than that," she added, pointing out the 
more grant funding or forgivable loans that 
are secured, the lower the monthly bills 
would have to be. 

Adams said one decision officials will 
have to make is choosing which funding to 
use if they wind up with more funding 
options than they need. Some loans have to 
repaid over 20 years, while others are 
repaid over 40, he explained. 

While the 20-year loans cost less in 
interest overall, the regular payments are 
much higher and could potentially make it 
more difficult for the sewer system to 
operate within a reasonable budget, he 
said. 

"Even thought you may be paying a little 
bit more, (40-year loans) may be the only 
way you can afford to fund a project," he 
said. "That's just a part of doing business." 

Sewer would be mandatory 

Peyton told Hustonville City Council 
members in March if any sewer system 
project is going to be successful, "it has to 
be mandatory." 

"Some citizens are going to complain 
about sewer — 'my septic system works 
fine, why do I need to pay another bill for 
sewer?"' Peyton said. "It's for the common 
good, for the betterment of our communi¬ 
ty. I think if everybody really looked at the 
facts, everybody would be on-board with 
it." 

Peyton pointed out business and industry 
are unwilling to locate in areas without 
available sewer. 

"That's the one thing that could happen 
to Hustonville that will improve property 
values and open us up for development," 
he said. "Hustonville could support a 
McDonald's, a fast food place out here, 
with sewer. It'll never happen without a 
sewer system." 

Adams said he also thinks people would 
"see things change" in Hustonville if a 
sewer system was installed. 

"I can see a business or two there," he 
said. 


HORTON 
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women — Autumn Drass and Kerry 
Zamara of Columbus, Ohio, and Jessica 
Callahan of Danville — were accused 
last summer by Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger of plotting to murder 
Hustonville resident Minnie L. Goode. 

Horton and Drass were found in 
Goode's home July 3 by Hustonville 
Police Chief Fred McCoy. 

Folger said text messages found on 
the women's cell phones allegedly indi¬ 
cated they planned the break-in and 
intended to harm Goode. 

The women were indicted by a 
Lincoln County grand jury for attempt¬ 
ed murder and other charges. 

Callahan — allegedly the coordinator 
of the plot, according to Folger — 
pleaded guilty in December to an 


amended charge of second-degree com¬ 
plicity to burglary. In February, she was 
sentenced to eight years in prison. 

After Callahan's sentencing, her attor¬ 
ney, Justin Genco said the reduction in 
charges against his client "wasn't that 
shocking." 

"There's no doubt that the individuals 
entered the house and I think that's what 
it came down to," he said at the time. 
"It's much more difficult to try to ascer¬ 
tain what's in people's minds." 

Assistant Commonwealth's Attorney 
Carol Hill said in January that it is her 
office's policy not to comment on ongo¬ 
ing cases. She said she did not want to 
comment on the record until all four 
women's cases are fully resolved. 

Drass and Zamara are scheduled to 
appear in court for status hearings 
regarding the charges against them on 
May 10. 


MURPHY 
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April 12 to continue the trial 
after Murphy was taken to the 
Kentucky Correctional 

Psychiatric Center on March 27. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, the competency evalua¬ 
tion will include assessments of: 

• whether Murphy is compe¬ 
tent to stand trial; 

• whether Murphy is insane; 

• whether Murphy suffers 
from mental illness; and 

• whether Murphy is mentally 
challenged. 

According to acquaintances 
in Mercer County, Murphy, a 
Vietnam War veteran, has suf¬ 
fered from paranoia and other 
mental problems stemming 


from his time in the armed 
forces. 

Murphy allegedly tried to 
shoplift from the Stanford 
Walmart around mid-day on 
Aug. 20. He was detained by 
Walmart staff, but then "bran¬ 
dished a firearm" and ran out 
the front of the store, according 
to law enforcement accounts. 

Murphy encountered 

Stanford police officer Tim 
Morris at the gas station in front 
of Walmart, at which point 
Murphy allegedly opened fire 
on Morris' cruiser. 

Morris, who had been 
responding to Walmart's report 
of a shoplifter, returned fire, 
injuring Murphy. According to 
eye-witness reports, Murphy 
continued to maneuver around 


vehicles and structures on the 
gas station property even after 
being shot. 

Murphy was subdued and 
transported by helicopter to a 
Lexington hospital. Morris was 
not hit by any bullets and there 
were no other injuries reported. 

According to a court docu¬ 
ment, there are video surveil¬ 
lance recordings of the Aug. 20 
"incident" that could be used as 
evidence in the case, as well as 
statements from 16 witnesses. 

If Murphy's competency eval¬ 
uation takes the full 60 days 
allowed, it would be completed 
by about May 26. 

A report on the findings will 
be provided to attorneys on both 
sides of the case when the eval¬ 
uation is completed.

Junior Guard members involved in April 16 wreck

OTTENHEIM — A pair of 
Lincoln County Junior Guard 
members were involved in a 
wreck last week, after the 
vehicle they were in went air¬ 
borne and rolled multiple 
times along Ky. 1948. 

Lincoln County Deputy 
Ryan Kirkpatrick said he 
wouldn’t release the names of 
the two boys because they are 
both juveniles, but confirmed 
they were on their way to 


Lincoln County High School 
for a Junior Guard event on 
April 16. 

As the boys' vehicle was 
traveling west on 1948 short¬ 
ly after 5 p.m., it went off the 
edge of the roadway for an 
unknown reason, Kirkpatrick 
said. The vehicle hit an 
embankment and went air¬ 
borne, landing back on the 
road sideways. 

"When the vehicle caught 
traction, it flipped to the pas¬ 
senger side and slid down the 
road," he said. 


While the vehicle was skid¬ 
ding on its side, it caught on 
the road and began rolling. 
After rolling at least twice, it 
came to rest against a second 
embankment, in the intersec¬ 
tion of Ky. 1948 and Ky. 643, 
Kirkpatrick said. 

Both boys were wearing 
seat belts and "doing what 
they were supposed to be 
doing," he said. The wreck is 
still under investigation, but 
Kirkpatrick said excessive 
speed is not considered a fac¬ 
tor. 


Instead, it's possible a med¬ 
ical condition caused the driv¬ 
er to lose control, he said. 

"I feel like it was a medical 
event that caused the wreck 
but that part is still under 
investigation," Kirkpatrick 
said. "I don't really feel like 
it's driver error." 

After the wreck, the pas¬ 
senger was able to get out of 
the vehicle, but the driver was 
trapped. 

"(The passenger) was alert 
and conscious the whole 
time," Kirkpatrick said. "The 


driver was not." 

It took firefighters about 20 
minutes to extricate the driv¬ 
er, who was then airlifted to 
the University of Kentucky 
Chandler Medical Center in 
critical condition. 

Kirkpatrick said it doesn't 
appear the severity of the dri¬ 
ver's condition was caused by 
the wreck, but rather by what¬ 
ever medical event occurred. 
Kirkpatrick clarified again 
that the investigation is still 
underway and nothing official 
has been determined. 


The driver's condition has 
since improved and he is 
expected to make a full recov¬ 
ery. Kirkpatrick said he 
believes the driver may have 
been released from the hospi¬ 
tal. 

The passenger was trans¬ 
ported from the scene by 
ambulance, but released later 
that night. 

Several days after the 
wreck, Lincoln County Junior 
Guard leader Sgt. Chaz 
Garcia said the boys are "both 
just fine now."

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months is bidding out a mowing 
contract, which officials have said 
could save tens of thousands of 
dollars in school employees' labor. 

While the board did not directly

voting against, to implement a 
four-year plan that will standardize 
the number of contract days for 
most employees by cutting set 
numbers of days from longer con¬ 
tracts every year. 

The board also: 

• gave final approval to reduced 
budgets for the district's preschool 
and special education programs 


that cut a total of 22 full-time posi¬ 
tions and one part-time position 
because of state funding cuts and 
federal cuts known as "sequestra¬ 
tion;" and 

• approved an amended 2013-14 
school calendar that accounts for 
the board's cut of one paid day 
from all employees by eliminating 
one staff work day.

Cattle management tips 


Hopefully you are done 
calving, but if not be sure to 
keep an eye on those cows 
daily. Watch cows and 
calves closely. Identify 
calves while they are young 
and easy to handle. 
Commercial male calves 
should be castrated and 
implanted in the first three 
months of their life. 

•Prevent grass tetany! 
Continue providing magne¬ 
sium in the mineral mix 
until daytime temperatures 
are consistently above 60 
degrees F. Mineral supple¬ 
ment should be available at 
all times and contain a min¬ 
imum of about 12-13 per¬ 
cent magnesium. Make sure 
that your mineral mix con¬ 
tains adequate selenium, 
copper and zinc along with 
either Rumensin or Bovatec, 
which help improve daily 
gain significantly. In fact 
you get about a three to one 
improvement or look at it 
this way, for every dollar 
spent on these products, you 
get back $3 worth of cattle 
gain. 

•Have cows in good con¬ 
dition for the breeding sea¬ 
son! Continue feeding cows 
until pastures are adequate 
to meet their nutritional 
needs. Lactating cows will 


not likely receive adequate 
nutrition from short, watery 
grass even though they may 
quit eating hay. Keep them 
confined to a small area 
with adequate feed until 
grass has enough growth to 
maintain cow condition. 
Pasture needs to be eight 
inches high to provide ade¬ 
quate nutrition to cattle. 
Good body condition (mini¬ 
mum condition score five) is 
essential to good rebreeding 
this spring! Supplement 
first-calf heifers with about 
five pound of grain or 10-15 
pound of com silage to pro¬ 
mote rebreeding. Lactating 
cows will probably need 
supplementation depending 
upon their body condition 
and quality of hay fed. Most 
cows need three pounds of a 
10-12 percent grain for 
another two to three weeks 
as our pastures are still too 
short to provide enough 
nutrition for cows preparing 
for breeding. Purchase 
replacement bulls at least 30 
days prior to the start of the 
breeding season. 

•Use EPD’s and visual 
observation to select bulls 
that best fit your program. 
Have herd bulls evaluated 
for breeding soundness 
because on the average 10 to 


20 percent of bulls are ques¬ 
tionable or unsatisfactory 
breeders every year. Get 
bulls in proper condition for 
breeding, make sure they 
are physically fit and ready 
to work hard. 

Make final selection of 
heifer replacements. Be sure 
that yearling heifers have 
attained their “target” 
weight (2/3 of mature 
weight) before breeding. 
Cull those heifers which 
aren’t cycling or have 
abnormally small pelvic 
areas (less than 150 sq. cm). 

•Prebreeding or “turn¬ 
out” working is usually 
scheduled for late April or 
May-between the end of 
calving season and before 
the start of the breeding sea¬ 
son (while cows are open). 
Consult your veterinarian 
about vaccines and health 
products your herd needs. 
Make arrangements now for 
products needed and have 
handling facilities in work¬ 
ing order. 

•Start breeding heifers 
one heat cycle before cows 
so that they have extra time 
to recover from calving 
next year. This will be 
around the first of May. 
Plan to turn the bull in with 
your mature cows around 


May 10-15. 

Get everything ready to 
make high quality hay in 
May. Have equipment serv¬ 
iced and spare parts on 
hand. Order baler twine and 
plastic now. Don’t forget 
that there are a lot of plastic 
bale wrappers available for 
rent to make early May hay 
making easier. 

Prepare for the grazing 
season. Check fences and 
make necessary repairs. Put 
in some electric fences, so 
you can do more rotational 
grazing. Try to get set up to 
have five pastures to rotate 
through so pastures can be 
grazed for a week and 
allowed to rejuvenate for a 
month. This will give you 
better quality and more total 
pounds of pasture. Nothing 
that you can do for your cat¬ 
tle will affect their produc¬ 
tion more and their prof¬ 
itability more than will set¬ 
ting up a weekly rotational 
grazing program.

“Judge Adams did an 
amazing job in this posi¬ 
tion,” Judge Tapp said. “In 
the 2010 to 2012 bienni¬ 
um, Kentucky judges 
obtained nearly 6,400 
hours of continuing judi¬ 
cial education. That’s a 
tough act to follow. 
Kentucky is well known 
for the quality of its judi¬ 
cial education and Judge 
Adams deserves an enor¬ 
mous amount of credit for 
overseeing this area.” 

Judge Tapp has been a 
frequent presenter at judi¬ 
cial education conferences 
and lectures on a variety of 
issues. He has authored 
articles, columns and 
training materials on civil 
and criminal justice topics. 

In 2011, Judge Tapp 
received the All Rise 
Award from the National 
Association of Drug Court 
Professionals for his work 


on funding issues for sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment 
courts. He was also recog¬ 
nized in a U.S. Senate res¬ 
olution for his substance 
abuse treatment efforts. He 
volunteers his time to 
serve as a Drug Court 
judge in his three-county 
judicial circuit. 

Judge Tapp helped the 
Judicial Branch implement 
House Bill 463, which 
took effect in 2012 and set 
out the most concentrated 
overhaul of Kentucky’s 
penal code in more than 30 
years. The legislation is 
designed to curb the cost 
of incarceration without 
compromising public safe¬ 
ty-

Knowing how and when 
you get your money and 
where you spend it is the 
foundation of financial plan¬ 
ning. You create a budget by 
estimating how much money 
you’ll make each month and 
how much you’ll spend. It’s 
a great way to avoid running 
out of money when you need 
it most. 

You must be honest with 
yourself when completing 
your budget. If you write 
down everywhere you spend 
money over a month’s time, 
you will get a clear picture 
of your wasteful spending. 


Once you know where your 
weaknesses with money are, 
you can work on correcting 
them. If you have more 
expenses than you have 
income to cover, your 
income will have to go up, or 
your expenses will have to 
go down. 

Having a budget in place 
will also help you save for a 
vacation, a new car or col¬ 
lege. Determine how much 
you need to set aside to 
reach your goal, and build 
that into your budget.
